(by Wireless, delayed.) This morning 
the people's commissioners left for 
Weimar accompanied to the railroad 
station by thousands of admirers and 
a guard of honor, Ebert thanked the 
soldiers for defending Berlin so effec- 
tively, expressing the hope that in 
the absence of the people’s commis- 
sioners they will preserve order in 
the capital. Die Rote Fahne, which 
was suppressed since Spartacus 
week,, again appeared in Berlin this 
morning in its old form and de- 
clares there will not be any 
“putsches” or coups in the capital] for 
some weeks, perhaps months, until 
the proletariat have been convinced 
that only allied with the Spartacus 
and Soldiers’ and Workers’ councils 
will it be ablesto resume the dicta- 
torship of Germany. 

Until then, the paper begs its par- 
tisans to desist from riots, but it 
openly threatens the government 
with sanguinary revenge and general 
terrors as soon as the Spartacus has 


recovered strength. The proletariat 
need not be afraid of events in Wei- 


mar. 

During the next few months will 
be decided Germany's fate. ‘The lat- 
est reports from Weimar are that the 
situation is now in the government's 
hands. It is said only fifteen men 
were disarmed by the local soldiers’ 
—- and two officers were ar- 

rested.

VIENNA, Feb. 1 (via Berne to 
Paris) Feb. 4.—Never since the 
dual monarchy’s smash-up were its 
two capitals made to eat 50 plenti- 
fully of the fruits of defeat as at 
the present moment, when after 
many weeks of mild weather, which 
has helped them endure the virtual 
absence of coal, the inhabitants of 
Vienna and Budapest are suddenly 
faced with a bitter life and dcath 
fight against the severest rigors of 
winter. 

The people of both cities are lit- 
erally freezing to death.. This morn- 
ing Vienna’s population awoke to 
tind the city icebound. At the same 
time the supply of coal from upper 
Silesia and Styria continues to come 
in at a rate of a hundred cars a 
day which is only a drop in the 
ocean compared to the city’s re- 
quirements. 

Moreover, for heating 90 per cent. 
of this coal ts practically useless as 
it is brown lignite with a heavy 
admixture of clay. 

STREETS DESERTED. 

So intense is the cold today that 
at 5 o'clock this afternoon, when 
the shops and department stores 
were closed, most of the main thor- 
eughfares around the opera, among 
them Kearntner street, Vienna's 
Broadway, were emptied of pedes- 
trians. 

To leave the street means only to 
enter a house which is no warmer. 
as neither for love nor money can 
anyone secure enough coal to heat 
the dwellings and hotels. As I write 
this my feet are wrapped up in 
my overcoat. Others who work in 
their rooms at the hotels have the 
same trouble, many of them wear- 
ing heavy fur coats at their desks

LONDON, Feb. 4.—The di- 
rect cost of the war is esti- 
mated at £40,000,000,000 In a 
special article in the Daily 
Telegraph today. The author 
estimates the indirect cost of 
diminished trade and financial 
disturbance at £50,000.000,000. 

“Vast sums,” he says, “have 
been used for sheer destruc- 
tion and vast public debts 
have been tfncurred for which 
there is no corresponding 
property. Throughout two- 
thirds of the world useful pro- 
duction has been suspended 
four years and its place taken 
by slaughter of human lives 
and annihilation of accumu- 
lated wealth. 

“But we may hope we have 
ended forever the danger of 
Prussian mititarism. If, out 
of the ruins of the last four 
years, there arises a new, 
brighter and happier world, 
then the billions spent will not 
all have ‘been spent in vain.”

PARIS, Feb. 4.—-President Wilson presided tonight over the com- 
mission of the society of nations, which had before it the completed 
project for constituting the league, discussing it article by article. 
While there is no authoritative information concerning the details of 
the project, the distribution of printed drafts among the members has 
disclosed the main features, and these can be summarized as follows: 

Two main plans have been presented, which the members of the 
commission regard as embodying the American views, though both 
plans are composite, containing the best features from various sources, 
American, British, French and Italian. 


Both plans are being considered together. 


In its original form 


the first plan is generally regarded as more democratic, and therefore 
more acceptable to the small powers, whereas the revised plan is not 
so acceptable to the small powers, as it eliminates them from the ex- 
ecutive branch of the proposed organization and is a long step to- 
ward the creation of an international supreme council, with a funda- 
mental basi#"ef codified international law. 
THREE MAIN FEATURES OF FIRST PLAN. 
The first plan had three main features: 
First—A legislative branch, on which the great and small na- 


tions were equally represented, 


each as a unit. 


Second—aAn executive branch consisting of two members from 
each of the great powers——-United States, Great Britain, France, Italy 


and Japan—and nine members chosen from the small powers. 


This 


gave the executive body a total membership of nineteen, of whom ten 
represented the great powers and nine represented the small powers. 

Third—Arbitration was provided for the determination of inter- 
national issues. In case of a dispute between two nations, each na- 


tion named arbitrators and thése 


two selected q third arbitrator, 


Three arbitrators thug chosen constituted a tribunal for determining 


the issues. 

The foregoing, on broad lines, is 
the project which meets with most 
favor among the small nations, as 
they would be represented both on 
the legislative and executive 
branches. It is to be noted that 
such an organization would follow 
somewhat the lines of the present 
Peace Conference, as the legislative 
branch is analogous to the plenary 
session of the conference, while the 
executive branch is similar to the 
council of the great powers .now 
holding daily sessions. 

REVISED PLAN. 

The revised plan makes several 
important changes. The legislative 
branch remains the.same, with the 
great and small nations represented. 
The executive branch is modified, 
however, so as to consist chiefly of 
the great powers, with two repre- 
sentatives from each, to which oth- 
ers from the small powers may be 
added when interests especially af- 
fecting them are at issue. 

The third branch is entirely 
changed, so as to eliminate the plan 
of arbitrators and substitute an ex- 
ecutive council of the great powers 
as a tribunal for judging interna- 
tional issues, analogous to the In- 
ternational Supreme Council. | 

It is the two latter features which 
are regarded by the small powers 
as tending to concentrate the ex- 
ecutive and judicial branches in the 
hands of «he great powers, whereas 
the smuan powers prefer the plan 
giving tnem a status on the execu- 
tive branch and arbitration as a 
means of judicial determination, in- 
stead of a tribunal of the great 
powers. 

- SMALL POWERS OPPOSE. 


The question now before the com- 
mission 1s one iargely between the 
great and small powers. Several of 
the smali powers are understood to 
be preparing amendments to the re- 
vised plan, with a view to giving 
them represen.atives in all branches 
of the organizuuon, and it is said 
that the tendency among the great 
powers is to give every reasonable 
consideration to these desires, while 


preserving to the major powers such 
voice as their larger interests and 
responsibilities warrant. 

The progress made by the Peace 
Conference committees, as an out- 
come of the energetic Anglo-Amer- 
ican campaign for quicker action, 
has strengthened the hope among 
the most optimistic delegates that 
the League of Nations may be estab- 
lished and that even certain peace

Mr. Reynolds 
arrived in Los Angeles on Monday 


for a winter visit. 
“It is a ridiculous law, at least 


in emergencies is concerned,” he 
said. “It throttles business for en- 
vaging in the highest form of co- 
operation for the sake of securing 
efficiency and meeting competition. 
Like the Seaman's Act, it couldn't 
be enforced nee of the war. and 
the government de no attempt 
to bring it to bear in any. case.” 

Mr. Reynolds expressed the opin- 
ion that efficiency and co-operation 
are the things with which this 
country must work in the future. 
The country, he sald, is passing 
through a period of business recon- 
struction, and ,is meeting many 
problems which all knew it weuld 
have to face when the wear ended. 
He thinks that countless other dif- 
ficult problems will arise before or- 
der: is restored in all parts of the 
world, but he believes that these 
can all be handled if the people 
meet them with the courage they 
exhibited when they went into the 
war. 

ON A LARGER PLANE. 

“T do not believe that the normal 
condition of the future will be any- 
thing like the normal con@flion of 
the past,” Mr. Reynolds continued. 
“We shall all stand upon a bigger 
plane, Those who were not getting 
their full share before the war are 
going to insist upon receiving what 
they are honestly entitled to in 
the future. Higher wages are cer- 
tain to prevail, and higher prices 
will accompany them in ‘noet cases. 

“It does not striké me that the 
industrial unrest in this country is 
justiied—at least, not in so marked 


la degree as it appears to exist, Il 


regard it as a theory more than @ 
symptom. It is perhaps a sort of 
mental reflex arising from the 
chaotic conditions of the industrial 
classes in European countries. Hef? 
the workers @re earning a good 
lNvelihood. Over there they are 
starving and going withont clothes. 
The laboring classes in this country 
will do well to keep their heads 
during the reconstruction period. 
Sound judgmert and moral courage 
are the things everyone in America 
should tie to during the next couple 
of years.” 

Business conditiens in eastern 
cities are good, Mr. Reynolds says, 
but not so good as they might be 
if war contractors could cash in on 
their jobs and enter into new de- 
velopment. He asserted that count- 
leas contractors cannot get a settie- 
me out of the government, be- 
ca of the slowness in adjudicat- 
ing their claims, due to inexperi- 
enced men in charge, and that they 
cannot branch t because their 
credit is exhaust 

Mr, Reynolds is highly elated be- 
cause this country financed the war 
without even etraining its banking 
system. He gives the Federal reserve 
system much credu for this satis- 
factory state of affairs. Pointing 
out that the United States controls 
raw meterials and has 35 per cent. 
of the world’s gold, he lays. stress 
upon the opinion that there is nv 
good reason why this country shouid 
not get its full share of the world’s 
trade, and says that if we do not get 
it, we may charge up our faiiure 
to the fact that we nave not yet 
hegun thinking in worid terms and 
have kept our thougnts corfined to 
the United States. 


“In this country,” he said, “we 
have $250,000,000,000 gold, 
which is only $16,000,000.000 1 


than the combined quantities Eng- 
land, France, Germany, Austria and 
lialy had before the war. We con- 
tro] the monay market, and it is 
proper that we should assist the 
downtrodden countries of Europe in 
a financial way when conditions 
are such that we may safely under- 
take such a thing. Cv-operative 
banking, has made it possible to 
make financing of ail kinds of busi- 
ness here safer than it was before 
the war, and we may extend our 
activities to Europe as soon as we 
can lay the foundation for financ- 
ing in the war-torn countries.”’

Mr. Reynolds believes the United 
Ftates should build up and main- 
tain a great merchant marine, even 
if it must be done at a loss. He says 


we could even afford to have Con- 
gress provide for taking care of a 
ship subsidy in ecrder to gain and 
hold our share of the world’s trade.

Los Angeles’s first big contract to,secure whatever advantages may be 


possible in freight rates; also that 
the fabrication shall be. subject to 
ship inspection by the representa- 
tives of the bureau of power and 
light. 

Chief Electrical Engineer Scatter- 
good stated, after the contract had 
been awarded, that deliveries are to 
begin within ninety days, and they 
are to be completed within five 
months.
